This statement seems to be birne 
out by the experience of both Cuba and 
Rio Janeiro. lo the former, in the months 
of December auJ January, 0‘J degrees and

We have seldom seen more sound sense 
crammed into a given space than the fol­ 
lowing clipped from the Chicago Journal: 
Gegeral lien Harrison, of Indiana, utter­ 
ed no more important truth in his late 
Richmond speech than when he Paid: “The 
“financial question is unfortumtdy still in 
“the arena of politics. 
It will be a happy 
• day for the country when we can be sure 
• of one full year unvexed by financial fink- 
“ering.” 
As every one knows, since 1ST3 the coun­ 
try has been writhing in the anaconda folds 
Ol a protracted, and, in some respects, un­ 
exampled, financial depression. 
At first 
there were some good reasons tot the exis­ 
tence of such an unhealthy and abnormal 
commercial and industrial stagnation. 
It 
was but the natural and inevitable reaction 
from a prolonged period of national infla­ 
tion and extravagance. 
During the war 
and immediately atter, the people of this 
country discounted ten years of the future, 
lavishing their money in foolish and reck­ 
less enterprises and wasteful living, and 
when in li>7;i the discounted future began 
to ask the payment of its loans, there was 
nothing nu hand with which to meet the 
just and legitimate demand. 
Rut money 
must be had in some way. and in the forced 
attempts to “realize,” values of all kinds 
went down, slocks depreciated, capitalists 
became frigktene-d ami withdrew from all 
contemplated ventures and outlays, and, as 
a consequence, thousands were bankrupted 
and thousands more were thrown out of 
employment. 
Rut why, in the Lame of common sense, 
don't we reach the end of this downward 
movement ? Isn’t five (years long enough , 
to find out what is the matter, and what 
the proper remedy ? Can any further 
light be thrown upon the causes and con­ 
ditions of this long period of “hard times?** 
Why, then, don’t the times grow better ? 
There can certainly be no further depreci­ 
ation of values ; surplus stocks of goods 
on hand have been disposed of; an en­ 
forced economy In the style of living ha9 
been generally adopted ; the 
the country are bountiful beyond measure, 
and still the stagnation in considerable de­ 
gree continues. Again, therefore, we ask, 
Why don’t we see the end of this long - 
continued depression, an! the speedy re­ 
turn of more prosperous days ? 
There is but one answer to make to all 
these and similar quernes,and that*is in­ 
dicated in the two sentences we have 
quoted fiom General Harrison’s speech. 
The great curse of the hour is protracted 
jfinauciai Unluring% or the continual agita­ 
tion of i be currency questions. The green 
hackers and anti-resumption men resem­ 
ble a lot of penniless spendthrifts standing 
before a generous lienetactor who offers 
them relief, and quarreling with him and 
with each other about the farm in which 
the benefactor shall come. What the coun­ 
try now needs more than any other one 
thing Is the entire elimination of financial 
questions 
from 
the 
political 
arena,

cussion.

would issue from its present hiding places.

N otw ithstanding the excitem ent in the west 
m anufacturers, except perhaps where choice se­ 
lections of line wools were desired (which Belee 
tiona can be obtained early in the season), have 
not bought beyond im m ediate requirem ents. The 
conservative course oa the part ol m anufacturers, 
which has been so generally adhered to during 
the past three months has moderated the views 
ot dealers, who, under the stim ulus of a fair bus­ 
iness during the latter part ot Ju ly had hoped to 
establish a sm all advance in prices. Among 
dealers, the feeling now is that the business th is 
tall will pay hut m ile, Ii any, protit, and w hile 
the trade generally are not w illing to lose a cus­ 
tomer, they still hope by holding back their best 
wools to obtain better prices during the w inter or 
spring. The favorable condition of the money 
m arket m akes it easy for even sm all operators to 
carry their stocks, but it is well to bear In m ind 
that there still rem ains a considerable quantity 
of w'ool in the west which will come rapidly for­ 
ward at the first indication of an advance rn the 
eastern m arket, and tend to soften prices. We 
look for a steady dem and for clothing wools d u r­ 
ing the next mouth, w ith hut little, ii any, v an s 
Hon from prices now current. 
“Combing and delaine wools which were rather 
quiet at the dale of our last circular have been in 
much more active dem and, and values,particular* 
ly of medium com bings, are somewhat higher. 
There is a growing feeling among the trade that 
the better grades of special wools will be requir­ 
ed later in the season, aud that owing to the 
strictness of the handling, the sm allness of the 
yield this year will fully offset the decrease in 
consum ption.

P en n ­ 
sylvania of the ’77 crop again takes the lead, 
figuring w ith 1.825 cases, of which 500 were tor 
export, at 10*4 cents; the others went into hands 
of jobbers at lftq and 20 cents. The last named 
figure was realized for a few small but tine par­ 
cels to m anufacturers. A noteworthy, and to 
holders of *77 New England tobacco encouraging, 
feature of last week a transactions, was the sale 
of 03ft cases belonging to this crop. A lthough no 
Connecticut running lots have been sold, several 
hundred cases of M assachusetts were disposed 
of at 12 and 13 cents, which is conceded to be 
quite a satisfactory figure at the present tim e. 
C’OBiecticul seconds realized ll to 12^4 cents. 
Ohio or the ’77 crop rem ains in great dem and by 
exporters, bat the sm all and poor stock still held 
in this city, and the high prices dem anded pre­ 
vented any transactions ut m agnitude, aud only 
278 caves, at 7 and 814 cern*, were sold to export­ 
ers. The balance of transact ions consisted of
